WALTHALL M. MOORE (Republican), Representative from Sixth 
district of St. Louis City, was born at Marion, Ala., May 1, 
1881. Attended the graded and state school of Alabama, St. 
Louis schools and the Howard University at Washington, D. C. 
Came to Missouri and located in St. Louis in 1896. He was 
married in 1911 to Miss F. A. Ferguson of Marion, Ind. Was 
clerk in St. Louis post office and later a clerk in the 
railway mail service. Helped to organize the first 
incorporated negro steam laundry in Missouri. He was the 
first black member of the Missouri legislature and the first 
member of the Missouri House of Representatives. He was a 
member of the Cammittees on Eleemosynary Institutions; 
Teachers College; Permanent Seat of Government; 
Appropriations; Claims, Local Bills and Miscellaneous 
Business; Enrolled Bills; Permanent Seat of Government. 


JOHN A. DAVIS (Republican), Representative from Third 
district, St. Louis city; born October 31, 1895, at Navasota, 
Tex.; graduate of high school, Dallas, Tex., received degrees 
of A.B. and LL.B. from Howard University, Washington, D. C. 

He was a lawyer by profession. Served four months at Camp 
McArthur, Tex. He was elected in 1926 to his first political 
office. In the General Assembly he introduced the 
anti-lynching bill, House Bill No. 508, and served as a member 
of the following committees: Judiciary; Private Corporations; 
Civil and Criminal Procedure. 


L. ASMASA KNOX (Republican), Representative from the 
Fourth district, Jackson county. He was born January 6, 1870, 
in Greensville county, Virginia; educated in public schools, 
Virginia State College, graduated with A. B. degree, and from 
Howard University with degrees LL.B and LL.M. He was engaged 
in the practice of law in Kansas City and resides at 1825, The 
Paseo. On June 26, 1901, he married Clara T. Chase, in 
Washington, D.C. During the World War he served the Government 
to £ill out questionnaires. He was elected to the 55th 
General Assembly and served on the following canmittees: 
Appropriations, Criminal Justice, Justices of the Peace, Joint 
Rules, Judicial, Rules, Municipal Corporations, University and 
School of Mines. 


FRANK W. CLEGG (Republican), Representative from the Third

district, St. Louis city. He was born at Trinity, Texas, 
December 31, 1892, and was educated in the public schools of 
Trinity. An attorney at law. He was married to Miss Blanche 
Hughes, July 14, 1920. He was a member of the Fifth Ward 
Republican Club, St. Louis, and formerly belonged to the 
Republican Club of the Sixth Ward there. He was elected to 
the Legislature in 1930, serving in General Assembly as a 
member of the following committees: Claims, Local Bills and 
Miscellaneous Business, Commerce and Manufactories, Criminal 
Justice, and Federal Relations. 


J. CLAYBOURNE BUSH (Republican), Representative from the 
Seventeenth District of St. Louis City, was born on February 
27, 1913, in Covington, Virginia. Was educated in the public 
schools of Covington, Virginia, Cleveland, Ohio, and 
Charleston, West Virginia. Received a B. S. Degree fran West 
Virginia State College, Institute, West Virginia, and LL. 38. 
Degree from the Law School of Howard University, Washington, 
D. C. Was married on March 4, 1940, in Hillsboro, Missouri, 
to Miss Odessa D. Taylor of St. Louis. He was a lawyer and 
practiced in Cleveland, Chio, in 1939, and was also engaged in 
the practice of law in St. Louis. Fram 1939 to 1943 he was 
assistant and associate professor of law, Lincoln University, 
St. Louis, and from 1943 to 1944, an attorney with the United 
States Department of Interior. A member of the Methodist 
Church and the Qnega Psi Phi fraternity. He was a member of 
the executive committee of the Eighteenth Ward Regular 
Republican Club, Inc., St. Louis. He was a member of the 
following committees: Children's Code; Eleemosynary 
Institutions; Governmental Organization and Related Matters; 
and Judiciary. 


WILLIAM A. MASSINGALE (Democrat), Representative from the 
Eleventh District of St. Louis City, was born on May 19, 1900, 
in St. Louis, Missouri, where he was educated in the public 
schools. On June 15, 1927, he was married in St. Louis to 
Miss Willie Lewis. They had five children--Irene Louise, 
William A. Jr., Fred, Estelle and Donald. He was an assistant 
elevator starter for eighteen years at Walheem & Platt. 
Served in the machine gun Co. No. 1, 370th Infantry, during 
World War I. Was a member of the Baptist Church. das been a 
member of the C. I. 0. since 1936. Elected to the House of 
Representatives in 1946, he served in the General Assembly on 
the following committees: Commerce; Eleemosynary Institutions; 
and Teachers Colleges. 


JOSIAH C. THOMAS ( Republican), Representative from the 
Tenth District of St. Louis City, was born on January 27, 


1947-48 


1884, in Camden, Arkansas. Attended the Camden digh School; 
Philander Smith College, Little Rock Arkansas; and the School 
of Law of Lincoln University, St. Louis, Missouri. He was 
married on January 27, 1932, in St. Louis to Miss Estella 
Phelps Bell. Was an employee of the Division of Railway Mail 
Service of the Post Office Department, 1904-1926; was a 
funeral director, 1926-1937; and owned 4 orinting 
establishment—-the Citizens Publishing Company. Fram May 20, 
to November 9, 1917, during World War I, was in the Twelfth 
Provisional Training Regiment, Fort Des Moines, Iowa. A 
member of the St. Paul American Methodist Episcopal Church in 
St. Louis; Scottish Rite and Shrine Masonic Orders; and grand 
chancellor of the Knights of Pythias Jurisdiction of Missouri. 
Was for ten years president of the Republican Civic 
Association of St. Louis; member of the executive cammittee of 
the Nineteenth Ward Regular Republican Organization of St. 
Louis; was a candidate for justice of the peace in the Fourth 
St. Louis District in 1938 and for Republican Cammitteeman in 
the Nineteenth Ward in 1944. Elected to the House of 
Representatives in 1946, he served in the General Assembly as 
a member of these cammittees: Appropirations; Education; 
Elections; and Social Security. 


JAMES McKINLEY NEAL (Democrat), Representative from the 
Fourth District of Jackson Coutny, was born in Greensboro, 
Georgia, on March 8, 1899. Attended the public schools in 
Greensboro, Georgia, and was graduated from Jewel Acadeny, 
Athens, Georgia; Morehouse College, Atlanta, Georgia; Capitol 
College of Pharmacy and Science, Denver, Colorado; and LaSalle 
Extension University (business administration), Chicago, 
Illinios. Has an A. B. Degree and a PH.G. (Graduate 
Pharmacist) Degree. He was married in Kansas City, Missouri, 
in 1924 to Miss Georgia C. Campbell, a registered pharmacist. 
They had one daughter--Mrs. Collis H. Davis. Worked five 
years for the Atlanta Life Insurance Company. After 
campleting his education, he worked ten years as an 
insurance supervisor for the same company. Owner and operator 
of the Regal Pharmacy, 2462 Brocklyn Avenue, Kansas City, 
Missouri. Served in the infantry of the United States Army 
during World War I. A Paseo Baptist Church, Omega Psi Mi, 
and Sigma Alpha Phi fraternities, American Legion, Chamber of 
Commerce, Urban League, N.A.A.C.P., and Masonic Lodae. Served 
two years as a member of the advisory committee of the Jackson 
County Democratic Association and as a member of the executive 
cammittee of the advisory cammittee. In the General Assembly 
he was a member of these committees: Appropriations; 
Education; Penal Instututions; Public Health; Taxation and 
Revenue; Elections; State Property; Childrens Code; Labor; 
Insurance; Employment Security; Local Government; Mental 
Health; Welfare; Way and Means; Metropolitan Committee; 
Private Corporations; Criminal Justice and Cost. Chairman of 
Visiting (66th), Elections (68th, 69th, 70th, 7lst, 72nd)

WILLIAM A. COLE (Democrat), Representative from the Tenth 
district of St. Louis City, was born on August 3, 1906, in 
Unionville, Illinois. Attended the public schools in Illinois 
and Missouri and the University of Indiana from which he has a 
LL.B. degree. Had one child. A lawyer and also an ordained 
minister. Was admitted to the Indiana Bar and to the United 
States District Court in June, 1925, and to the Missouri Bar 
in November, 1930. Served in the United States Amny, 
1942-1943, at Camp Maxey, Texas. Was a member of the 
Methodist Church and Kappa Alpha Psi. Ran for porecinct 
captain on the Republican ticket in Indianapolis but withdrew. 
Became a Democrat in St. Louis. Worked with the Sixth Ward 
Republicans. Withdrew. Ran for state representative in the 
old Third District of St. Louis City in 1942. Nominated and 
defeated sixteen days later. Ran for state representative 
fram the Tenth District on the democratic ticket and was 
elected. In the General Assembly he was a member of the 
following canmittees: Judiciary; Workmen's Compensation; 
Social Security; Teachers Colleges; Labor; Civil and Criminal 
Procedure; and Constitutional Amendments. 


JOHN WILSON GREEN (Democrat), Representative from the 
Seventeenth District of St. Louis City was born on February 5, 
1912, in Detroit, Michigan. Attended the Detroit Elementary 
Schools and Summer High School and the Stowe Teachers College, 
both in St. Louls. He was a professional baseball player, 
director of physical education at a municipal playground in 
St. Louis for two years, .dining-car waiter, and deputy 
collector, Internal Revenue, Treasury Department, St. Louis, 
for eight years. Served four and one-half years in the United 
States Navy during World War II. A member of the Catholic 
Church. He was affiliated for twenty years with the Central 
Democratic Committee of St. Louis. He was a member in the 
General Assembly in the following committees: Civil Defense; 
Military and Veterans Affirs; Private Corporations; Probation 
and Paroles; Savings and Loans; University and School of 
Mines; and Unemployment Compensation; Criminal Justice and 
Cost; Transportation; Ways and Means; Military and Veterans 
Affairs. Chairman of Public Safety (68th) Chairman Criminal 
Justice and Cost (66th): Vice-—Chirman of Aviation (66th, 
68th). 


WALTER V. LAY (Democrat), Representative from the Eleventh 
District of St. Louis City, was born on May 20, 1923, in St. 
Louis Missouri. Attended the St. Louis Public Schools, West 
Virginia State College, 1941-1943, and Stowe Teachers College, 
1947-1948. Attended Lincoln University in Jefferson City. He 
was married in 1943 at Newark, New Jersey, to Miss Ethel 
Louise Brannan. They had two children--Walter V. Lay, Jr., 
and Caroline Denice Lay. Was a member of the Reserve Officers 
Training Corps, Virginia State College. Enlisted in the 
Reserve Corps at Howard University. Was on active duty from

June 5, 1943, to March 9, 1946. A member of the Baptist 
Church and a Mason. Was founder of the Youth Division of St. 
Louis Central Democratic Organization ard had served as its 
president. Was vice-president of the Fifth ward Regular 
Democratic Organization. Cammittees: Education Eleemosynary 
Institutions; Children's Code; Miscellaneous Resolutions; 
Visiting Cammittee; Child Welfare; Public Safety; Elections; 
Social Security; Private Corporations; Public Schools; Savings 
and Loans; and Vice Chairman of the Miscellaneous Resolutions 
Cammittee (66th).
